“IKE FOR PRESIDENT" CLUB FORMED 
BY NORTHERN ALASKA ESKIMOS ONLY 
125 MILES FROM RUSSIAN SIBERIA 


Without doubt the most unusual 
political organization to come to 
light so far this year is the “Ike 
For President” club, formed on 
Lincoln’s birthday, February 12, 
by Eskimo citizens of the United 
States at Shishmaref, in northern 
Alaska, on the shore of the Arctic 
Ocean, only 125 miles from Rus- 
Sian Siberia. 


- Although the Eskimos cannot 
vote for president, they are letting 
their wishes be known to Alaskan 
delegates to. the Republican Na- 
tional convention in Chicago next 
July and they are urging that 
“Ike For President” clubs be 
formed in other Alaskan townés. 

Information on the move, and 
clippings from the Nome Nugget, 
were brought to The Farm 
Tribune by “Hop” Lyng, a mem- 
ber of the Alaskan legislature, 
who is now visiting in Porterville. 
He states that George Goshaw, an 
American, who has been in the 
_ business of trading and of raising

past 30 years, served as a sergeant 
under Dwight D. Eisenhower in 
the first world war. 

Mr. Goshaw, his wife, an Ameri- 
can teacher and his wife and the 
family of an American missionary 
are the only “whites” in the set- 
tlement of some 600 Eskimos. 

In a public statement, members 
of the Shishmaref club said that 
if Ike is elected president, they 
believe he will look with favor on 
granting statehood to Alaska; that

THE WORK of R. M. Pyles 
at his boys’ camps at Lloyd 
meadows and on Kern river, is 
really remarkable, since Mr. Pyles 
is doing a job for youngsters who 
really need something done for 
them — the youngsters who are 
usually missed by the ‘‘profes- 
sional’ youth organizations. Mr. 
Pyles’ boys come from the really 
underprivileged groups — young 
people who often do not have 
shoes or clothes to wear in the 
mountains. (Mr. Pyles takes care 
of such things.) And this year, 
some 240 boys- will spend two 
weeks in the back country and to 
these 240 boys the experience will 
be the greatest thing that has ever 
happned to them. It’s worth your 
time to talk to boys, who in many 
cases are getting away from a 
city slum for the first time in 
their lives, then talk to them 
again after they have had their 
mountain outing. In many cases 
their entire outlook has changed, 
and changed for the better. We 
cannot express too high praise for 
Mr. Pyles and his organization. 
They are taking it upon them- 
selves to personally do something 
about the so-called juvenile de- 
linquency problem. 

AND OUR congratulations to 
Jim Berkshire. Jim had a rough 
go in the restaurant bgisiness in 
Porterville in the years following 
the war. In fact he closed his 
Palm cafe and left town. But he’s 
back now to open Berkshire’s Bar- 
becue Restaurant, and we’ll pre- 
dict that you will get a really 
pleasant surprise’ when you step 
inside. The restaurant now is 
probably the sharpest in the val- 
ley and certainly a credit to Por- 
terville. But don’t take our word 
for it; see for yourself.

Sore shin or ‘“‘Dumping-off’’ is | 

a touchy subject with many a cot- 

ton grower. It is hard to under- 

stand why your small seedlings 

should partly or completely die 

soon after they have come up. 

And it seems strange that this 

should happen in, what ought to 
be your better soils. 


Because it happens most often 
in cool, damp weather, farmers 
may blame the bad weather when 
sore shin attacks the seedlings. 
Actually, this is caused by fungi 
that live in the soil, or in or on 
the seed. Cold and moisture 
cause these fungi to thrive. 


A change to warm, sunny 
weather sometimes stops an at- 
tack of sore shin. It’s much bet- 
ter, however, to prevent this dis- 
ease before you plant your crop. 
Treatment of cotton seed with an 
organic mercury disinfectant has 
been proved to stop most losses 
from sore shin as well as losses 
from seed rot. This treatment 
kills the disease fungi on the seeds 
and protects both seeds and seed- 
lings as they come up. 

You can treat your seeds your- 
self, or have the job done for you.

Need For Time Delay Relays Or 
Manual Switches On Wind Machines 


Explained At Commission Hearing 


At the hearing February 27, be- 
fore the California Public Util- 
ities commission in the Santa Bar- 
bara court house, Southern Cali- 
fornia Edison company representa- 
tives explained why owners of 
electrically driven wind machines 
should be required to equip them 
with time delay relays or manual 
switches. 


Company witnesses said that 
prior to 1951 “wind machines on 
Edison lines were not in sufficient 
number to cause any problem. 
Since then, however, the number 
of the machines has_ increased 
greatly and it is anticipated that 
the rapid rate of increase will 
continue. As a result, installa- 
'tion of delay relays or manual 
switches is deemed necessary to 
avoid unreasonable interruptions 
of electric service of all custom- 
ers .in the vicinity of wind ma- 
chines, as well as that of the wind 
machine owners. 


The starting current for elec- 
trically driven wind machine 
‘motors is from five to seven times 
as great as the running current, 
a witness explained. 
interruption occurs on any circuit 
while. thermostatically controlled

machines are running, they all try 
to restart at the instant service is 
being restored. But the aggre- 
gate high starting current of the 
wind machines causes an overload 
on the circuit which, recently, has 
prevented service from being 
promptly restored in such cases. 


It was pointed out that this 
overload, caused by all the wind 
machines on a circuit attempting 
to restart simultaneously, does 
not harm the company’s property 
or facilities in any way — it 
simply keeps a switch open in a 
substation or elsewhere, and is 
similar to the action of a fuse or 
circuit breaker in a home. 

However, the starting overload, 
which would be eliminated by use 
of delay relays or manual starting 
switches, does unreasonably pro- 
long electric service interrup- 
tions and causes inconvenience to 
customers in the vicinity of wind 
machines. Under existing rules 
and regulations heretofore approv- 
ed by the Commission, if a cus- 


| tomer has am installation which is 


detrimental to the electric service 
of others he may be required to 
provide, at his own expense, suit- 
able protective equipment.

You have heard the old saying 
“Your eyes are bigger than your 
stomach ” Now be careful that 
your eyes are not bigger than the 
space in your home when you buy 
household appliances. 


In attempting to protect its 
customers from the inconvenience 
of extended electric service inter- 
ruptions because of the automatic 
starting characteristics of thermo- 
statically controlled wind ma- 
chines after any kind of a service 
interruption, the company does not 
particularly specify that time de- 
lay relays must be installed.

Fertilizer trials in Tulare coun- 
ty conducted by the University of 
California, college of agriculture 
and the Agricultural Extension 
service indicates that the addi- 
tion of nitrogen as well as phos- 
phorus and potash to olive groves 
may not yield extra growth or 
fruitfulness. There is definite 
proof that some olive trees are 
getting more plant food already 
than they can profitably utilize. 

Where there is hormal growth 
with the production of good size 
leaves, it is advisable to economize 
on the application of commercial 
fertilizer at this time of year. In 
the event of a heavy crop nitro- 
genous fertilizers may be added 
during the month of June. This 
will provide a growth stimalus 
which is necessary to the produc- 
tion of a crop the following year.

‘in budget session, Governor Warl 
| Warren has asked $1,1j5,000,000 
|to operate the state of California

A general breakdown of this 


figure, on a basis of a tax dollar 


shows that if the budget is adopt- 
ed, 35 cents will go to education;
